Wage Boosts Won 
By Chicago Labor 


Liquor Workers and Dairy 
Employes’ Agreements Cover 
2,300 Employes 


Chicago, Ill.- The Distilled Spir- 
its and Liquor Workers’ Union No. | 
20496, charter by the A. F. of L., 
gained a signed victory with the 
signing of a general union agree- 
ment with 18 firms here. 

The agreement embraces prac- 
tically the entire liquor industry | 
in Chicago, which employs up to | 
1,500 workers. The few remain- 
ing concerns not yet signed and 
expected to come into the union 
fold within a short time. 

The union contract provides for 
the forty-eight hour work week, ! 
the check-off system and full union 
recognition, in addition to wage in- 
creases of from five cents to fifteen | 
cents an hour for different classes 
of work.

After the walkout had been in op- 
eration less than two days an 
agreement was reached between 
the unions and the management 
which granted practically all of 
the strikers demands, including 
Wage increases, the closed shops 
and preferential hiring. 

It was stated that the wage in- 
creases for all groups—macnhinists, 
carpenters, cement workers, elec- 
tricians and other craftsmen—will 
amount to about $100,000 annually. 

Under the terms of the agree-
